Hi Martha: 

The estimates for the 2018 Holiday Lighting of the Venice Sign event are pretty much the same as in prior years and 
going back to the inaugural event. 

• Reimbursement of City fees - $2500 

(Note: if required, I can provide invoices from 2017 to substantiate the request) 

• Grant provided for stage, tables and chairs - $2500 

(Note: for the last couple of years, the $2500 pretty much just covered the stage - again, I can provide an invoice of the 
2017 charges if needed. A larger stage is now required to accommodate the young people receiving awards for the 
poster contest. The Chamber therefore now covers the table and chairs.) 

Let me know what we need to do on our end to get started on processing. It would be awesome if we can obtain the 
funding prior to the event. Chamber resources are always stretched, this year even more because we took on another 
community event - this one for the spring - FlowerFest - A Taste of Venice. 

In recent years, it has become one of the Chamber goals to work with community stakeholders to create events and 
activities where people can join together in partnership and in celebration. The celebrations also attract attention from 
outside Venice, helping to elevate a more positive image for our community. 

The support from Councilman Bonin and his team helps to make this work possible.

The Venice Chamber greatly appreciates our partnership with the City and with CD11, For the past 
6 years we have worked together to produce the Holiday Lighting of the Venice Sign, an event that 
brings the community together in celebration. 


Historically, our partnership for this event involved the City providing the stage as well as tables & 
chairs for the exhibits. The City arranged for the street closure. The Chamber has been 
responsible for the event production, neighborhood beautification, and promotion. 

Shortly before the 2017 event, we were notified that there would be a change in procedure, and 
that the Chamber would need to advance the money to cover what was previously covered by the 
City. As we understood it, the City would then provide the funding in the form of an event grant 
(received!), and the City would also reimburse the full amount of the BSS and DOT fees. 


So you can see why I am a bit confused with the "special event subsidy" calculated at 50%, as it 
was my understanding that this was to be a reimbursement, not a subsidy. 

Taylor, as you know, we have provided full documentation for the amount due of $1796.44 (BSS 
$1522.28 - paid - actual is 1456.64 (refund on the way for the over payment) and the DOT $274.16

Oh Im sorry to hear about that! i hope you're feeling better. 

You raise interesting questions. I know that reverse-angle parking is relatively new, so it may be that the original angle parking configuration was dismissed 
because of the need for additional room for bike lanes. The honest truth is, I don't know why its like that now, but it doesn't mean we can't entertain other 
configurations for tomorrow. I've initiated a follow-up conversation with LADOT, so when I hear more information I'll let you know, but definitely will raise these 
questions with them when I can. 

I am also contending with layover bus areas and the existing bus stops. That also provides challenges for providing parking. Coastal may have issues with 
eliminating a bus stop even if the next one is just a block away. Windward circle has historically been a hub and many bus providers (and transit riders) depend 
on that space to get around easily. 

Stay tuned, we'll be in touch once I have more info.

Like random left turn lanes that are utterly uneeded here 
and there. The same cognitive dissonance happens when I look at Market St, Windward and especially Grand. I mean, I GET 
the bike lanes; we so absolutely have to have bike lanes everywhere for the handful of bikers (you can tell I am no bike fan; but 
hopefully they will be put to better use by scooterers)....but why do these SUPER WIDE streets have EMPTY 10 ft lanes in the 
middle of them? What good does that possibly do. LA hates businesses, so it's not like there are moment by moment deliveries 
to awesome bars and restaurants in Venice (heaven forbid we have more of those)... I just don't get why we need those big wide 
lanes? So skaters can act like they run more of my neighborhood? I mean I am serious to the point of apoplexy... I get there are 
residences and everyone in Venice is the holiest of holies and nothing can ever happen so forget about changing my damn 
parallel parking ...but really. It seems like we can keep our bike lines, park WAY MORE cars, and keep the same amount of 
lanes - if anything it's like a road diet without cutting any calories and I know Mike likes those!

Price includes 4 hours of supervision, additional hours charged at $90 per hour

Station shut down and bicycles removed from site: $929.50 

Price includes 1 day of storage, additional days charged at $85 per day.
